YAO Imlin: According to the 1950 People's Yearbook and to pu>lished an- 
nouncements, YAO is not minister but vice-minister of trade; he is a 
member of the Chinese Communist Party and formerly headed the Depart~ 
ment of Commerce and Industry of the North China People's Government.
